Operating with expert work- 
manship, safe-crackers loo‘ed the 
jewelry. store of Schneider & Son 
at i09 Peachtree street and es- 
caped with $300,000 worth of gems 
—one of the largest hauls of this 
kind ever recorded in the nation’s 
police annals. 

The job was accomplished some 
time between 10 p. m. Saturday 
and 9:30 a. m. yesterday, accord- 
ing to police. 

Rudy L. Schneider, head of the 
jewelry firm, said the loss was 
covered by insurance. 

The yeggs either overlooked or 
disregarded a bank deposit of 
more than $3,000 in cash in one 
of the two safes “punched” open

STONE DROPPED 


A four-carat stone, worth more 
than $3,000, was dropped in the 
fear of the store, apparently in 
flight as the safe-crackers fled 
through the back door of the jew- 
elry store, 

Further mystery was injected 
into the robbery when an employe 
found the front door lock had 
been plu with a match stem 
from the-inside. 

Atlanta detectives investigating 
the case said the haul probably 
wa the largest ever made in this 
city, if not in the country.

B. Greene, who are investigating, 
said the loot included ladies’ plat- 
inum ‘rings, bracelets, watches, 
Pins, brooches and other articles 
studded with diamonds. 
ESTIMATE INCOMPLETE 
_ Schneider said the $300,000 es- 
timated loss was incomplete, and 
that it would be several days be 
fore a complete check could be 
made. In this connection, police 
pointed out the loss may be high- 
er than the $300,000 estimated. . 

Mrs. J. L. Betts, a sister of 
Schneider, and , loyed at the 
store, told detectives that Satur- 
day night, after the store was 
closed, she returned to the estab- 
lishment, to obtain several pack- 
ages she had left there. Her key 
failed to open the door and she 
was unable to enter. 

The detectives gaid the plug- 
ging of the door lock with the 
match stem would explain why 
Mrs. Betts’ key failed to work. 
This precaution, they added, in- 
dicated the yeggs had planned the 
job down to the smallest detail. 

The back door through which 
the yeggs escaped was left open. 
Although no fingerprints were 
found yesterday, immediately after 
the robbery was discovered, police 
said they were hopeful further 
examination of the safes and in- 
terior of the store would reveal 
prints which might aid in clearing 
up the robbery.

Million Russians Poise 
Iron Ring for Warsaw 


LONDON, Monday, Jan. 15.—(#)—A Red Army of perhaps 1,000,- 
000 men have shattered the enemy’s Warsaw-Krakow defense line in 
Poland on.the third day of Russia’s greatest winter offensive, crossing 


the Nida river on a 37-mile front 


Krakow, gateway to rich German Silesia and northern Czechoslovakia. 


Soviet spearheads were less than 
64 miles from Silesia. 


Berlin reported late last night 
that other powerful Soviet armies 
had begun fresh major attacks 
north and south of Warsaw with 
the double aim of encircling that 
charred Polish capital and break- 
ing through to the mouth of the 
Vistula river in Danzig, thus seal- 
ing off German East Prussia. 


The entire eastern front from 
the Baltic to Budapest appeared to 
be exploding into action in co- 
ordination with the swift Russian 
push toward Silesia, second in im- 
portance only to the Ruhr as a 
Nazi arsenal. 


While Marshal Ivan S. Konev’s 
First Ukraine Army was attack- 
ing across the Nida, Berlin said 
other Soviet troops went into ac- 
tion yesterday west of the Vistula 
river at Magnuszew and Pulawy, 
33 and 65 miles southeast of War- 
saw. These assaults coincided with 
Russian stabs along the Narew 
— north of Warsaw, the enemy 
said. 

A Tass war observer quoted by 
the Moscow radio late last night 
said the German army at Warsaw 
was facing isolation because of the 
big breakthrough in the south. The 
Germans had weakened their War- 
saw-Krakow front by transferring 
divisions to try to save dying Bud- 
apest, he said. 

Konev’s troops gained up to 15 
miles yesterday, and captured 200 
more localities for a three-day to- 
tal of 555. 

A midnight Soviet bulletin said 
2,000 Germans were slain at cap- 
tured Pinczow, an important road 
hub and German stronghold, while 
other hundreds were slain north of 
Chmielnik in the surge to the Nida. 
The Russians claimed they already 
had destroyed more than 120 Ger- 
man tanks in several days of fierce 
fighting on the frozen plains, and 
Berlin declared the Nazis had 
knocked out 245 Russian tanks, 

The Germans were bringing up 
reinforcements and throwing them 
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and driving to within 32 miles of 


into battle straight from the 
march, Moscow said, but were un- 
able to halt the Russian war ma- 
chine, 


The Warsaw-Krakow railway 
and highway were cut in the 
Miasowa-Brzegi area, 13 miles 
southwest of the mid-way bastion 
of outflanked Kielce, 93 miles 
southwest of Warsaw. One Soviet 
column also drove to within nine 
miles south of Kielce, 


The Nida, last big water barrier 
before Germany’s Oder river, was 
crossed on a broad front between 
Captured Brzegi and Nowy Kor- 
czyn at the Nida’s confluence with 
the Vistula 42 miles northeast of 
Krakow, ancient Polish capital and 
present seat of the German gov- 
ernment general of Poland. 


In the southern part of Hun- 
garian-annexed Slovakia other So- 
viet troops captured the important 
rail junction town of Lucenec, 60 
miles northeast of Budapest, and 
also Pelsog (Plesivec), 37 miles 
northeast of Lucenec. Forty other 
localities were taken in this sector 
as the Russians strove to roll up 
the eastern German salient in Slo- 
vakia., . 

Inside wrecked Budapest the 
Russians tore another 200 blocks 
from the enemy’s weakening grasp 
ini the center of the city, seized 
the Keleti, or east rail station, in 
Pest, took the suburban station of 
Osemer, and the town gas works.

Lt. George Frederic Kirsten, 
Antiaircraft Artillery, arrived with) 
the invading forces on Kiska in| 
August, 1943, prepared for a fe- 
rocious battle with the Japs, and 
remain.d for 18 months to battle 
—not the Japs who had departed 
lock, stock and barrel—but the 
elements! 

“The weather managed to be 
pretty miserable, although the 
thermometer néver actually reg- 
istered lower than 17 degrees,” 
laughed Kirsten, who is visiting 
his mother, Mrs. Alice Harrington 
Kirsten on Parkway drive. 

“Some of our bo,-s were frozen 
to death, after getting lost and 
wandering around in the snow and 
fog all night. 

: “Summertime? Well, 
summer the ~ 
last week in 
July! The only 
change in sea- 
sons that we 
could notice 
was that in 
winter we had 
snow and rain 
and in summer 
fog and rain.” 

Lt. Kirsten, 
however, made 
it clear, that the 
Kiska-garrison- 
ed soldiers, de- 
spite their grip- 
ing about the 
bleak terrain tt. G. F. Kirsten. 
and the lack of action, realized 
their set-up was comparatively fa- 
vorable and certainly safe. During 
the 18-month period he watched 
the station become as comfortable 
and well supplied as possible. 

“The fishing up there was won- 
derful,” he went on, “especially 
trout and salmon. You could stand 
up there and pull one fish in right 
aft-r another. And we had plenty 
c* food and radios and books.” 

While stationed in Kiska, Lt. 
Kirsten was promoted to first lieu- 
tenant, and since there ‘was a 
scarcity of silver bers, he made 
his own out of some Jap metal 
from a gun. 

Kirsten recalls with pleasure an 
incident that occurred when his

A graduate of Boys’ High 
school and of Rutgers University, 
in New Jersey, Lt. Kirsten joined 
the National Guard in February, 
1941, and was stationed at Camp 
Stewart, Ga. After his furlough 
he will be assigned to Camp Hood, 
Texas. He is the nephew of the 
late George Harrington, prominent 
Atlanta fire insurance man. 

After his 18 months in Eskimo 
land, during which time he claims 
with some pride that he saw only 
one woman, Kirsten has this to 
say of his first impression on land- 
ing in Seattle, Wash.: 

“We just couldn’t get over see 
ing trees!”

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Maryland, Too, Wants More Home Rule 


Georgia is not alone in its determina- 
tion to give a larger degree of home rule 
to counties and municipalities. Maryland, 
too, is simultaneously struggling to free 
its state legislature of the unreasonable 
burden of passing minor ordinances for 
local units of government, 


A bill conferring additional powers 
upon local governmental units has been in- 
troduced by Sen. James J. Lindsay, presi- 
dent of the state senate at Annapolis and 
of Maryland’s legislative council. 


“The evils of the present system are 
numerous,” comments the Washington 
Post, which favors the proposal. 


“The general assembly could not possi- 
bly weigh and deliberate upon the flood of 
bills which it enacts for 23 counties and 
126 municipalities. Nearly 65 per cent of 
the legislation it passes is of this character. 
So the assembly long ago made a practice 
of accepting without discussion local bills 
proposed by the state legislators represent- 
ing the areas affected. That. leaves policy- 
making for counties and cities, except Bal- 
timore, which has a special charter, in the

Home rule is the logical answer to the 
multitudinous malpractices which exist in 
both Maryland and Georgia. And home 
rule will work. Eighteen states have proved 
that to their own satisfaction. 


The people of Georgia want home rule. 
They will be fully justified in rejecting 
any proposed constitutional revision in 
which home rule is not included.

The Vision Behind the Statistics 


Fanny D. Hinton, head librarian of the 
Carnegie Library, has submitted her an- 
nual report to Mayor Hartsfield. It is a 
report that contains more facts of vital 
import to Atlanta and Georgia than those 
of nine out of ten departments of public 
service. 


The first page cf the report is devoted 
entirely to statistics. Such items as that, 
from the main library on Carnegie way 
and from the 17 branch libraries, almost 
a million books were circulated for home 
use- during 1944. Or that 22,431 requests 
for information were made to the refer- 
ence department, with 11,152 similar re- 
quests, in addition, made by telephone. 


The library; at this time, is struggling 
through what is, perhaps, its most difficult 
period. Always short-staffed, the war has 
taken many of its personnel to better paid 
or more alluring fields of service. Inability 
to increase available space because of war 
priorities on materials and labor has re- 
sulted in shelves so crowded proper ar- 


rangement of volumes has sometimes been 
impossible. 


The report recommends, as soon as war 
conditions permit, securing of a place 
where thousands of valuable volumes, but 
not necessarily in general circulation, may 
be stored. This will make more room in 
the circulating sections for the important 
new books which must be acquired each 
year. 


Probably due to wartime transportation 
difficulties, attendance at the main library 
was down 2 per cent for the year, but 
branch libraries more than offset this by 
substantial increases. Increased appropria- 
tion by the county; too, is reflected in 
growing use of the library facilities by 
residents in outlying sections of Fulton. 


The report is a story of great difficulties 
overcome, and of a people who are making 
of themselves better-equipped citizens 
through the acquirement of knowledge. 
Self-education is the secret of advance- 
ment both in character and ability, and the 
public library is the great fountain source 
of ‘knowledge in our community, Atlanta. 


Restored at Last To Fellowship 


Georgia has been two full years re- 
storing her University system to the full 
fellowship of the nation’s accrediting 
agencies. 


Only last week did the last of associa- 
tions—the American Association of Uni- 
versity Women—arnounce the restoration 
of the state university to the list of ap- 
proved institutions. 


It should be a source of pride to us 
that we have at last been able to undo the 
tangible aspects of the harm done our edu- 
cational institutions by rendering them 
vulnerable to political manipulations. 


And it should serve as a lesson—to 
Georgia and every other state—that never 
again must demagogues be allowed to 
work their infamous will with the institu- 
tions we hold so dear.

The Sparrow 
Went Right Along 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill ts currently 

in London on the American Society of News- 

4° paper Editors’ three-man mission in the inter- 

est of world news freedom, The following column was written 

from New York just prior to his transatlantic flight. His column 
will continue as time and communications facilities allow.) 


NEW YORK—When the Paris edition of the Herald Tribune 
resumed publication a few weeks ago, the owners found that the 
Germans had not bothered the equipment. It was all ready to go. 

Also, they found on Sparrow Robertson’s old desk a pile of 
copy. Every day, for almost a year after the occupation, the 
Sparrow had gone to the closed office and put his daily column 
on his old desk. 

‘ He was one of the “characters” of Paris and a legend before 
he died. He had lived in Paris for almost 30 years and the only 
French word he knew was “ici.” 

When the Germans took Paris there were officers’ who knew 
the Sparrow. Some of them, in fact, were his “old pals,” and 
so it came about that the Sparrow was issued a snetial sane and 
he could patrol his dearly beloved Paris at all hours. The curfew 
law did not apply to him. He abused German sentrie’ for stop- 
ping him, swearing at them in Brooklyn patois and showing his 
pass, 

And, as I said, every day he went to the office and put his 
column on his old desk. No one ever knew much about him. He 
never talked about himself. In fact, he was not sure where or 
when he was born and he was unsure about his parents, both of 
whom had died when he was a child. The neighbors in the 
poverty-stricken region where they lived had brought him up, in 
a manner of speaking, but he was early on the streets as a newsboy. 

He was, for a time, an athlete, being a walker in the great 
walking races which used to entertain our grandfathers. This 
got him an athletic connection and when the first world war came 
along he got to France with some sort of Y. M. C. A. connection. 


He never left Paris. 
“WH *" In the dizzy days leading to the September 

My Old Pals date in 1929, the Sparrow greeted the almost 
daily arrivals of American tourists and stayed with them on the 
tour of the bistros, the bars and the night clubs of the town. 

All this he faithfully chronicled in his column. It was, prob- 
ably, the worst written column in the world. Therein lay its 
charm. The first reaction to it was, “Why do they publish this 
ungrammatical, cliche-filled column?” The second reaction was 
one of fascination. The Sparrow had had no formal education. He 
used every worn phrase known to English. 

He wrote of the visitors he had met and of the bars they had 
visited and the drinks they had had. He described the parties and 
every person with him was “My Old Pal.” Once the Sparrow met 
a man that man became his old pal. 

The Sparrow, who was not much larger than a sparrow, could 
drink as many as forty brandies per night. He not only could, he 
did. He talked about it in his column, usually concluding, ‘Never 
again.” But the next day’s column was another story about a night 
with his old pals. 

I went to see the Sparrow in 1938, taking messages from Colonel 
Tillinghast Huston and a picture of Bill McGeehan’s grave in 
Brunswick. The Sparrow worshiped McGeehan, the Herald 
Tribune’s great writer and columnist, who died in Brunswick, Ga., 
in the early thirties. 

The Sparrow and I went to a zinc-covered bar in a tiny bistro, 
near the Tribune and I bought a brandy. I delivered the messages 
and the next day I appeared in the Sparrow’s column which began 
as follows: 

“My old pal, Ralph McGill, of Atlanta, brought me some news 
of my old pals in the states—” 


He covered all the big sporting events of Europe 
German Pal and was a well-known figure at all the Olympic 
games. It was this fact which caused him to have some “old pals” 
in the German army. When the Germans showed up the Sparrow 
was arrested and brought, protesting, before an officer. To that 
officer he delivered a stinging rebuke and protest. Halfway 
through he and the officer recognized each other as “old pals” and 
the Sparow’s pass was presented. The officer bought a brandy. 
It is estimated the Sparrow drank enough brandy in his lifetime 
to float the present American navy. He smoked incessantly and 
he almost never slept. This, of course, shortened his life. He lived 
to be only 87 or 90, somewhere along there. 

Ogden Reid, publisher of the New York Herald Tribune, issued 
orders that the Sparrow had no contract, byt was hired for life. 
No one could fire him. The Sparrow knew this, but he still worked 
faithfully. He carried out his part of it. He wrote until he died. 

The Paris edition is coming out again, sold out as usual. Ogden 
Reid and the Herald Tribune did a real service for America in 
maintaining this newspaper in Paris. For too many years it was 
the only American newspaper published in Europe. It could be 
bought, if one got to the newsstands on time, in Copenhagen, Stock- 
holm and the other capitals of Europe, Other nations were putting 
out many, many newspapers, most of them for propaganda pur- 
poses. The Herald Tribune’s Paris edition was not propaganda, 


. but it did a real service. 


It is, as I said, going strong again and popular with Americans 
in France. But to the old-timers it will never be the same—the 
Sparrow is gone for good,

Origin of ‘Yankee’

No Reason for Worry, 
He Knows Our Hearts 


According to Damon Runyon, 


our fighting 

men overseas, some of them, object! to being 
called GI Joes. In a light and frothy sort of 
way, Runyon claims he never so calls the boys In uniform and says 
there is no nickname that can be so fine a designation as “soldiers.” 

In some respects, Runyon’s argument may be well founded, but 
I have a feeling that the men who object to the affectionate term 
“GI Joe” are mighty few and far between. 

For the average American soldier well knows the respect and 
affection in which he is held by all the people ‘‘back home,” and he 
knows that whatever they call him, it is, fundamentally, a term 
of comradeship and admiration. 

After all, in the first World War, all Americans overseas were 
called “Yanks,” but the only southerners who objected to that 
adoption of an eastern identification were properly considered 
fanatic sectionalists or professional southerners. 

It is not the literal translation of a 


They Make the Name nickname that makes it significant. 


It is what it means, or comes to mean. And, for always, the name 
GI Joe will mean, after this war, that grand and unrivaled fellow, 
the average American lad, slogging along in the infantry, deciding 
the fate of battles and of the world and, through it all, retaining 
his sense of perspective as well as his sense of humor. 

History abounds with instances of nicknames that were first 
used as terms of ridicule or scorn or other undesirable intent. 

Remember the ‘“‘Contemptibles.” Those were the men of the 
little British army, the tiny handful-of regulars, who met and per- 
formed miracles of battle heroism against the hordes of Germans 
at the beginning of the first World War. 

Kaiser Wilhelm had referred to that British force as “a con- 
temptible little army,” and the British army adopted the title with 
pride and made it a title that is a synonym, today, for heroism in 
the face of hopeless odds. There is no prouder man in Britain 
today that any one of the little handful who survived battle and 
can truthfully claim to be one of the ‘“‘Contemptibles.” 


The nickname “Yankee” for Americans 
was first used ag a term of derision by 
the British during the Revolutionary War. It is said they got it 
from the Indians who, in attempting to say “English” sounded as 
if they said ‘‘Yengee.” 

“Uncle Sam” never connotated any slur, nevertheless it came 
into being as a designation for America from a joke made by an 
unidentified soldier. During the War of 1812 an Army supply 
inspector named Samuel Wilson was always spoken of among 
those who knew him as “Uncle Sam.” Boxes for the Army were 
marked with the initials “E. A.” for Elbert Anderson, the con- 
tractor, and “U. S.,’”’ meaning the United States Army. Someone 
asked this unknown soldier what the initials stood for and he re- 
plied “he didn’t know unless they meant Elbert Anderson and 
Uncle Sam.” 

Thence the nickname “Uncle Sam” spread and came to mean 


not only the army, but the nation. 
“John Bull,” the cartoonists’ name for 


John Bull a Satire England, was taken from a satire on 


the legal profession written by Dr. John Arbuthnot during the 
reign of Queen Anne. He was one of five fictional litigants who 
spent all they had in a lawsuit. 

“Jacques Bonhomme,” nickname for a Frenchman, was first a 
name of derision applied to the poor peasants of France who were 
mercilessly taxed to pay for the extravagances of the French no- 
bility and the court. It was a satirical saying used by French 
wastrels of noble birth, when pressed by their creditors, “Oh, 
Jacques Bonhomme will pay all my debts.” 

Anyway, what is intended to be stressed here, is that it doesn’t 
matter what nickname we apply to our fighting sons and brothers, 
their record makes that name a designation of highest honor and 
they know that we speak it never in scorn or derision but always 
in respect and with hearts full of affection. 

The GI Joe can stand, throughout the future, in equal pride 
beside the “Contemptibles,” the “Rats of Tobruk,” and all the 
other heroes of this and former wars,

The Worst 


Trained men who are facing 
bullets and bombs are justly en- 
raged when ill-informed second- 
guessers, sitting safely at home, 
tell them what they should have 


done or blame them for not doing 
the impossible. ; 

But there is one ancient and fool- 
ish error which history has made 
familiar and inexcusable, and all 
persons who have a stake in the 
war have the right and duty to 
condemn any leader who re- 
peats it. 

At Pearl Harbor we suffered 
the worst naval defeat in our his- 
tory because high officials under- 
estimated the power and daring 
and perfidy of the Japs. 

Four of our great cruisers, 
guarding the approaches to Gua- 
dalcanal, were destroyed in one 
night—sunk while their crews 
were asleep—because an admiral 
underestimated Jap cunning and 
strength. 

We lost 30 loaded cargo ships 
in an Italian harbor because some- 
body underestimated the German 
air force. 

The British risked and lost two 
of their mightiest ships in the 
waters north of Singapore because 
they underestimated Jap torpedo 
planes and bombers; and they lost 
Singapore, the strongest of naval 
bases, because they underestimat- 
ed the Japs’ ability to approach 
it overland from the rear. 

Our side hasn’t done all the 
blundering. 

Hitler lost the war when he un- 
derestimated the strength and en- 
durance of the Russians, and made 
the loss doubly certain by under- 
estimating America’s ability to 
land troops on the Normandy 
coast. 

Napoleon conquered Europe and 
then made his ultimate downfall 
certain when he, too, underesti- 
mated the Russians and their win- 
ter weather. 

America was caught unprepared 
when war came because we had 
underestimated the power and 
ambition and daring of the con- 
querors, 

And as this is written our sol- 
diers are fighting desperately and 
paying a great price to check and 
limit a German victory that was 
made possible because somebody 
in authority underestimated the 
powef and resources of the Ger- 
man army. 

Confidence is gallant and ad- 
mirable when the situation is des- 
perate and only superhuman ef- 
fort can prevent disaster, but there 
is neither sense nor honor in the 
kind of optimism that is careless 
and unwatchful in the presence 
of a deadly menace. 

The only safe rule in warfare 
is to be prepared for the worst 
that can hapoen. When leaders 
are guided by wishful thinking, 
others might die to pay for it.

The Importance 
Of Luzon Invasion 


WASHINGTON—Gen. MacArthur has at last 
“come to the most difficult and the most hazard- 
mn ous phase of his Pacific operations—the invasion 
of Luzon, most important island in the Philippine group. 

Because the stakes are so high it is reasonable to suppose that 
the fighting he faces there will be the bloodiest of any of the 
conquests he has undertaken thus far. The Japs can probably 
be relied upon to defend it with all the resources they are able 
to command. ° 

For once Luzon falls into our hands, with its great harbor of 
Manila bay—finest in the Far East—the forward base of our Pacifie 
fleet will be advanced by another 1,500 miles, and the way will be 
open for severing Japanese lifelines to much of her conquered 
territory. 

The recapture of Manila, Gen. MacArthur’s chief objective, 
will mark a definite turning point in the Pacific war. That is 
why all of our movements during the past three years, all of our 
hopping from one island to another, has been carefully calculated 
to that end. 

From Manila it is only some 695 miles to Hongkong by air. a 
flight of little more than two hours by our heavy bombers. The 
distance from air fields on Luzon to American air bases in China 
is about the same. The Japanese island fortress of Formosa is 
even closer. 

When we have taken Luzon, the most populous and strategi- 
cally the most important in the Philippines, it will be possible for us 
to lay down an aerial barrage against the movement of ships be- 
tween the Japanese home islands and the far-flung possessions of 
the Nipponese in Burma and the Malay peninsula. 

Thus the Japs will be forced back on their home bases. They 
will be denied the resources and the raw materials which they 
have exploited so heavily from these regions since their conquest 
of the Pacific began. It should be the beginning of the end 
for Tokyo, 


With his bombers Gen. MacArthur will be 
Control of Sea able to cut the Japanese line across the 
China sea. Constant air patrols will be maintained over the com- 
paratively short distance between Luzon and the China mainland, 
Ships will not be allowed to cross that line. 

The thing about it that lends itself to effective blockade is that 
at no point in the line across the China sea would our planes be 
more than about 350 miles from bases either in China or on Luzon, 

We will be able, through these air patrols, to intercept Japa- 
nese ships a hundred miles or more before they reach the line, 
then take care of those trying to get across by bringing up bombers 
or surface craft. 

Japan’s problem of supplying and reinforcing her forces beyond 
the Philippines will be made insuperable. 

But Luzon is important for still another reason. It will pro 
vide us with a staging base for the amphibious drive we uliti- 
mately expect to make on the China coast—the final thrust to 
blast the Japs out of China and Korea preliminary to setting up 
air bases close enough to the Japanese mainland to permit us to 
give them a real taste of aerial warfare. 

All of these plans are wrapped up in the invasion of Luzon. 

The Japanese know the consequences of our aims only too 
well. That is why they seized the Philippines as one of the first 
acts of the war. And that is why they may be expected to put 
up.a defense on Luzon that will outmatch anything we have wit 
nefsed in the past. 

Some observers think that the importance of MacArthur’s latest 
move will be sufficient to draw out remaining units of the Japa- 
nese fleet in a final naval battle. It was important enough for 
them to risk their fleet when we first returned to the Philippines 
with the invasion of Le They may do it again. . 

So much the better if they do. It should mean that the length 
of the war would be shortened. Formosa, China, and the Japanese 
lifeline to her conquered possessions are all threatened. It is 
enough to force them to take desperate chances. 

Under the circumstances the only marvel to the situation is 
that Gen. MacArthur’s invading forces did not meet a hotter re- 
ception upon their landing in Lingayen bay. We moved in withcut 
difficulty. The answer may be that we either fooled them in the 
spot chosen for the invasion, or our battleships laid down such 
effective gunfire that they found the ground untenable. | 

The important thing is that we are finally there. History will 
move fast in the developments taking place. 4,

WASHINGTON.—Everywhere our armies are 
on the offensive, but on the postwar peace front 
we have suddenly been put on the defensive on

ments of the last few weeks, be 
ginning: with the British intrusions 
in Italy and Greece which were 
followed by Prime Minister 
Churchill’s announcement of the 
British-Russian accord on the par- 
tition of Poland. 

Washington is churned-up over; 
this assumption of the initiative 
by our allies. 

It has prompted demands on all 
sides for: ' 

A meeting as early as possible 
among the President, Mr. Church- 
ill and Marshal Stalin to get some 
common understanding on policy 
for liberated countries before dis- 
iilusionment sets in here in the 
United States, where isolationists 
are eagerly waiting to capitalize 
upon the familiar, “We told you 
s0.”” 

Developments have contributed 
to the senéte’s restiveness, and 
the senate is important because 
it finally must ratify any treaties 
for postwar European adjustments. 
This discontént in the senate, in 
its inception. was related to the 
European developments which 
have transpired since the uneasi- 
ness first showed itself. 

For it was stirred up originally 
over the basic attitude of some of 
the men President Roosevelt has 
appointed to’ the assistant secreta- 
riat—that is, whether they were 
the sort who would acquiesce in 
just such arrangements as are 
seemingly now being worked out, 
or whether they would be bold in 
pushing for the American ideal of 
what even Secretary Stettinius 
now calls “a people's peace.” 

During the questioning, Senator 
Pepper, Democrat, Florida—he is 
among the four who later demand- 
ed that President Roosevelt -with- 
Graw all the nominations—raised 
this very question. He asked one 
of the appointees, James Clement 
Dunn, whether such arrangements 
should be made before the pro. 
jected international peace organ- 
ization was set up. The reply of 
Mr. Dunn, as it is at the State De- 
partment, is that nothing should 
be done contrary to the principles 
of that organization. He said also 
that changes could be made later 
by the organization if it did not 
approve. 

But is this so easy? 

There is about Washington, at 
any rate, a feeling of uncertainty, 
of uneasiness, a feeling that our 
government is sort of groping 
around without.any stable policy 
that it can tie to, or can ask the 
American people to tie to. 


Mr. Churchill, in his speech to 


soldiers are fighting. 


the house of commons, expressed 
confidence that this country would 
bear in mind “the practical as- 
pects” of all these matters and 
stressed how the failure of the 
three great powers to work to» 
gether might damage hopes for 
the future structure of a world 
government. 

There are practical considera- 
tions. The war, as a matter of 
fact, lagged behind the liberation; 
that is, the United Nations are 
confronted now, in the midst of 
the war, with complex problems 
in a number of spots which it was 
believed some months ago would 
not become so pressing that they 
could not await the peace confer- 
ences, when they could be adjust- 
ed with care and deliberation. 


Granting that is so, why can’t 
President Roosevelt publicly take 
cognizance of this situation, ex- 
plain it frankly to the American 
people, and depend upon their 
good sense to withhold hasty judg- 
ment? He must be aware, know- 
ing the idealistic nature of the 
American people, which he has so 
often encouraged, that a great deal 
is at stake as regards the future.

This document is dated Jan. 21, 
1940,-and is addressed to ‘Mr. 
George Scalise, general president, 
Building Service Employes’ Inter- 
national Union.” 


By way of introduction, be it 
explained that Joseph A. Padway 
is a close political friend of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and is the attorney 
general of the. rican Federa- 
tion of Labor. He is also general 
counsel of the Teamsters’ Union, 
whose president, Dan Tobin, gave 
that dinner for Mr. Roosevelt last 
fall at which the President made 
his first frankly political speech 
of the campaign. Mr, Padway was 
present there that night. Be it 
further explained that. Padway 
was sent to England with Tobin 
as Mr. Roosevelt’s considered se- 
lection of a man morally fit to 
represent the decent working peo- 
ple of the U, S. A. 


George Scalise was president of 
the Building Service Employes’ 
Union, an important unit of the 
A, F, of L., later was, sentenced 
to two terms in prison for of- 
fenses which, in all, amounted to 
a vicious betrayal of the workers 
under his control who were mostly 
window -washers, chambermaids, 
scrubwomen in effice buildings, 
bellhops in small hotels and pin- 
boys in bowling alleys. Previous- 
ly, he had served four years in a 
federal prison for white slavery 
in that he did compel a girl, 16 
years old, to travel from state to 
state as a prostitute. Having be- 
come president of the. union, by 
selection of the old Capone mob 
of murderers in Chicago, and 
never having done a provably 
honest day’s work in his life, 
Scalise applied to President Roose- 
velt, through the department of 
justice, for a pardon which would 
restore his right to vote and hold 
public office. This petition was 
indorsed by William Green, the 
president of the A. F. of L., and 
by Padway. 


A few days before the petition 
might have been granted by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Scalise’s -criminal 
record and firm evidence of his 
continuing associations with un- 
derworld gang in the labor move- 
ment were published in these dis- 
patches. 

Joseph Padway was counsel for 
Scalise’s union and admits having 
received from Scalise $1,000 for

WASHINGTON.—The U. 5S. 
Antarctic explorers left two clocks 
ticking behind them when their 
time finally ran out down in Pal- 
mer Land back in March, 1941, 
one to break the endless poler 
stillness with a man-made sound 


for 30 days or more, and the other 
to equalize the few hours of life 
remaining to their faithful sled 
dogs. ee 


The last thing this final little 
band of explorers saw of East 
Base after their overloaded old 
Condor wrenched her skis free of 
glacier ice and bounced into the 
gale was the familiar, upturned 
muzzles of Eskimo huskies, Siber- 
jans and Malemutes, crouching 
obediently in the snow, just as 
their masters had ordered. 


How the men parted with 61 
dogs which had shared and light- 
ened their hardships for 13 months 
on the ice and snow is part of a 
story revealed for the first time 
with the arrival in Washington by 
a roundabout route of some of the 
scientific equipment and personal 
gear left behind when the closing 
ice pack forced an emergency es- 
cape by air. 

The next men to visit that deso- 
late coast after the Condor droned 
north over the horizon came two 
years later aboard an Argentine 
gunboat which found a channel in 
the ice pack in February, 1943, 
during the middle of the Antarc- 
tic summer, and put e landing

No word was received of the. 
fate of the last three dog teams, | 
perhaps because ice and snow long 
since had buried them, but the 
men who set a time bomb to in- 
sure their destruction once the 
Condor managed to get away from 
the rough ice are certain the end 
was as swift and humane as a 
well-laid dynamite charge could 
make it. 

It was a bitter choice, decided 
upon by the men who loved and 
understood the sled dogs best. Lit- 
tle was said of it later for fear the 
public might condemn the act 
without full knowledge of the cir- 
cumstances, 

When the supply ships Bear 
and North Star went south to evac- 
uate the expedition’s land-based 
personnel in the Antarctic sum- 
mer of 1940-41 they first removed 
men and equipment from the west 
base at the Bay of Whales, and 
the Bear then proceeded to Pal- 
mer Land, a thousand miles south 
of the Horn. The little barkentine 
was unable to find a way through 
a grinding belt of pack ice almost 
150 miles wide. By mid-March 
winter gales were stiffening the 
girdle. As the weeks slipped by, 
the 26 men at East Base began to 
prepare for an emergency get- 
away. They feared they might 
have to remain another year, or 
even two years, with the unwel- 
come alternative of striking out 
“ost skis across the treacherous ice 
elt. 

Pilots Ashley ‘Snow and Ear! 
Perce, both of whom are now 
Navy fliers, began to groom their 
battered twin-engined Condor for 
its last and most hazardous mis- 
sion. Valuable scientific equip- 
ment and personal géar was care- 
fully packed, stored and ldbeled. 
Each man was to take enough food 
and equipment for a month on the 
ice, should either of the two plan- 
ned takeoffs come to grief. 

Meanwhile, by radio instruc- 
tion, the Bear crew 145 miles to 
the north had prepared a precari- 
ous little landing strip on an icy 
plateau, marked with smudge pots 
ready for the torch. When the fi- 
nal day came there remained the 
question of what to do with the 
dogs. The typical sled dog, con- 
trary to popular belief, is a lov- 
able animal when kindly treated, 
a fact fully appreciated by Capt. 
Eklund and Cmdr. Ronne during 
their 1,264-mile sledge journey be- 
hind the dog teams across track- 
less Antarctic wastes for 84 days. 

It was decided to select the 
youngest and strongest dogs for 
three teams in case the last take- 
off failed and left the final party 
stranded. 

None of the dogs could survive 
if freed. Penguins and seals were 
seasonal visitors to that coast, and 
hunger eventually would drive the 
dogs at one another’s throats, with 
the strongest animals left to 
starve. There was time to risk 
only two flights. 

All the men volunteered for the 
second and most dangerous take- 
off, at which time, later in the 
day, the sun would have melted 
snow bridges across an improvised 
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The first take-off 
with 12 men and two pilots was 
successful, as was the landing on 
top of Mikkelsen island beyond 
the ice belt. 


The Condor soon was radioing 
its progress on the return flight. 
Time was running out. The men 
wound a 30-day clock and set it 
ticking. They then removed the 
face from an alarm. clock and 
twisted off the minute hand. 
Meanwhile, three  50-pound 
charges of dynamite were set in a 
20-foot triangle under the snow 
and the three best dog teams 
staked down to their work traces 
exactly over the charges. The hour 
hand on the alarm clock was set 
to close an electric circuit to de- 
tonate the dynamite three hours 
later. 7 


The men who had bred, trained, 
fed, and worked the sled dogs vol- 
unteered to dispose of the remain- 
ing 34. 


The Condor was circling in to 
the approach as the explorers 
sought out their favorite canine 
friends and patted them on the 
head by way of good-bye. 


“You fellows go on over the 
hill,” the volunteers said, “. .. 
we'll be along in a little while.” 

The men went up the snowy 
hill to the field, pulling fur caps 
over their ears and not looking 
back. 

On the first attempt, Pilots 
Snow and Perce could nut pull 
the thundering old Condor off the 
ice. The ship took an awful beat- 
ing when it overshot the runway 
and skidded into the rough. When 
they taxied back for a second go, 
the pilots ordered the men to jet- 
tison every possible article. 

The explorers threw some 500 
pounds overboard, including 
heavy clothing and valuable per- 
sonal possessions. 

On the second try the skis were 
still on the ice when they hit the 
rough, but they bounced and 
bounced again over the rim of a 
depression and, after one minute 
and 10 seconds, pilots nosed the 
ship down to gather speed for a 
lift over an ice cliff ahead. They 
skimmed the ridge with nothing 
but ‘the dressing on their skis to 
spare. 

‘Che dogs on the ground seemed 
lazy and contented as the plane 
cleared over ttem. A few raised 
their muzzles to yelp an acknowl- 
edgement to their friends in the 
plane. 

Darkness was descending when 
the Curtiss Condor came in to a 
rough landing on the icy island 
top within hailing distance of the 
Bear. They went down to the 
Bear’s boats over the cliff side 
with the aid of ropes, leaving the 
battered Condor as she stood. For 
all they know the plane is still 
there. 

One man had carried out a 
suspicious-looking suitcase, but no 
one asked him any questions un- 
til he came over the side of the 
Bear. 

He opened it—and out tumbled 
seven puppies, just 10 days old.

Well, let’s see what goes on 

We can never bank on the 
pounds departing on schedule. If 
1) women with about the same 
food requirements go on exactly 
the same diet, five may lose be- 
tween two and three pounds the 
first week and a couple of pounds 
the second. One may lose as 
much as five pounds the first 
week and none the second. Some 
will not lose over one pound, and 
one woman on the same diet may 
lose an ounce! When the lost fat 
is replaced by water stored in the” 
tissues, the weight that is actually 
gone will not be registered on the 
scales. 

If you are in this dilemma, you 
will want to hear more about it 
and the cure. One girl of 14 who 
weighed 207 pounds, was put on a 
diet that was 1,200 calories less 
than her normal requirements, so 
she had to burn up two pounds 
of body fat a week. But for over 
two weeks she showed no loss of 
weight, not even an ounce. She 
wasn’t cheating on calories, be- 
cause she was in a hospital and 
all the food was brought to her. 
According to actual measurements 
of her energy output, she should 
have lost about six pounds. 

What happened was that she 
stored water in the tissues as the 
fat was burned. - But, the story 
has a happy ending, and in the 
10 days that followed she lost al- 
most nine pounds. Actually she 
sholld have lost only three and 
a half pounds, according to the 
calorie deficit, so the balance of 
the loss was in water, 

Some reducers will store water 
right at’ the beginning, others a 
few weeks later. But always it is 
temporary. It cannot go on in 
definitely. There are a few cases 
on record where it persisted long- 
e: than 16 days. 

The dietary measures which 
help counteract water storage are 
these: A high protein diet, low 
salt and adequate Vitamin B, Al- 
ways have two eggs, two glasses 
of skim milk, some cottage cheese, 
or other kind if possible, and a 
serving of fish wher. lean meat is 
not available. Restrict the salt to 
amount used in cooking. Have a 
vitamin concentrate furnishing 
vitamins A, B-l, B-2, C and D. 
This insures vitamins without 
calories, 

Water storage has nothing to do. 
with the water consumed, odd as_ 
that may seem. Drink six glasses 

etween — Restrict meal- 
time liquids to six ounces to help 
prin the stomach and the appe- 

te

Ever since it has been reported in the press that the Soviet) 
government has not only recognized the Lublin government in Po- 
land but has also sent there Victor Lebedev as its ambassador, there 
has been an understandable apprehension on the part of the Ameri- 


can people. 

I say understandable because, 
regardless of the: fact that the 
United States and Great Britain 
continue to recognize the Polish 
government-in-exile in London, 
few Americans know its political 
and social compiexion. 

Knowing the reactionary char- 
acter of the members of the Pol- 
ish government-in-exile and, more- 
over, their traditionally infamous 
attitude toward the small minori- 
ties in their midst, I, for one, can’t 
see where there should be any 
just criticism of the Russians for 
recognizing the Lublin govern- 
ment, 

FRIENDLY TO RUSSIA 

It’s a liberal government and 
one friendly to Russia as contrast- 
ed with the one in London, which 
is antagonistic to the Soviet Union 
and therefore unfriendly to post- 
war aims of the United Nations. 

Let’s look at the record of the 
treatment of one of the minorities 
in Poland, the Jews, for instance, 
before the present war. 

Let’s go back a little to the time 
when Poland became a republic 
under the Versailles treaty. And let 
us examine with critical eyes the 
background and personal record 
of the members of Prime Minister 
Mikolajezik’s colleagues in Lon- 
don. 

I can’t think of any other coun- 
try, with the possible exception of 
Romania, perhaps, where the Jews 
have suffered more acutely than 
in Poland. (I am’ not speaking of 
Nazi Germany, of course). 

Even though Poland had enjoy- 
ed complete freedom from her for- 
mer czarist “oppressors” for al- 
most a quarter of a century, her 
government has always been vio- 
lently anti-Semitic and _  anti-lib- 
eral. 

JEWS SUFFER ' 

The Jews in Poland have been 
discriminated against politically, 
socially and industrially, which 
was in. direct violation of the 
vaunted Polish constitution. Pol- 
ish citizens of Jewish faith were 
looked upon as inferiors not wor- 
thy of the simple civil rights ac- 
corded to her non-Jewish citizens. 

Ask any Polish Jew in America 
and he will tell you of the arro- 
gant Polish officers—high or low 
—who constantly insulted and hu- 
miliated Jews in Poland on the 
slightest provocation. 

Officer and landowner were 
symbols of Poland’s gentry, which 
existed and supported itself 
through violence and oppression. 

The Polish officers looked upon 
themselves as the “cream of the 
nation” and jealously guarded 
their privileges. The Polish mili- 
tarists displayed their entire mar- 
tial splendor in crushing peasant 
uprisings, shooting unarmed dem- 
onstrators, overthrowing demo- 
cratic governments, engineering 
Jewish pogroms, beating up de- 
fenseless Jews who failed to show 
their “respect” for the Polish uni- 
form. 

COLLAPSE COMES 

Of course, that army, together 
with the gentry of Poland whose 
interests it represented, collapsed 
like a house of cards when the 
time came to oppose. the real 
enemy of the Polish people, the 
Nazi invaders. 

The reactionary pro-fascist pol- 
icy of the Rydz-Smyglys,_ the 
Becks and Sosnowskis, could not 
but lead to Poland’s disintegra- 
tion.

POLITICAL REASONS 


“The only logical explanation 
of the existence of such a vast 
number of unemployed in uniform 
is not military but political.

The Polish government-in-exile 
is not in the least concerned with 
the destiny and sufferings of the

HOPE OF REACTIONARIES 


These reactionaries hope that 
others will liberate Poland, that 
others will shed their blood in the 
struggle against the hated German 
invaders. After that this group 
of Polish gentry and land-owners 
will come to “establish order,” 
take over command and build up 
a‘restored Poland that will follow 
the pattern of the republic of Pil- 
sudsky, Rydz-Smygly and Beck. 

Too much precious Polish blood 
has been shed in the fight against 
the Fascist monsters to permit the 
present Polish government-in-ex- 
ile to guide the destiny of liberat- 
ed Poland.
